attache against the USSR, it is not expected or anticipated that detailed 
analyse e will he undertaken. This directive supersedes NSC 5511 as 
guidance for these evaluations and apparently cancels the need for the 
kind ef detailed data which would ha provided by symmetric analysis. 

Tke broad effectiveness of present nuclear weapons systems has 
appeared to make obsolete: the construction of elaborate and 
detailed analyses of potentially hostile economies for purposes ef 
post-attack damage assessment. Sufficiently accurate answers can 
be supplied far more easily by less slsborate means.
